6. Hon Shirabe (Honkyoku): The traditional Shakuhachi repertoire is called 
Honkyoku, or “original pieces”. Honkyoku have been performed and handed down 
from one individual to another for at least five hundred years, largely within the 
context of Zen Buddhism. These sacred pieces are in their most profound sense 
“Blowing Meditation”. They are a spiritual activity which can engender the highest 
of human aspirations. The practice of playing Honkyoku in this context is called 
Suizen or “Blowing Zen”.

1. Tabuh Telu Sekar Gadung: Traditional ceremonial repertoire which might 
typically be played during a temple ceremony. 


2. Legod Bawa: A tune accompanying sad characters in dance-dramas which has 
been arranged collectively by members of the group, much like the compositional 
process found in Bali. 


3. Baris: Music accompanying a martial ceremonial dance, usually performed by 
young boys. It features great contrasts in speed and dynamics, sudden stops and 
starts, and various forms of ornamentation.
